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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-36 and 43-62 are allowed over the prior art of record. Claims 37-42 
Canceled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Previously 
allowed claims 7-36 remain allowable in view of the prior art of record. New claims 
43-62 are directed towards the allowable subject matter found in claims 7-36. 
Independent clams 1,2,5, and 6, have been amended to distinguish over the prior art 
of record. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the Applicants claimed 
invention. Specifically the feature in the Applicant's claims 1 , 2, 5, and 6, comprising an 
erasing TFT in combination with a plurality of pixels having sub-pixels with the same 
area of effective light emission is not taught or suggested. Kimura teaches of a driving 
and switching transistor but fails to teach of said erasing transistor wherein the light 
emitting element does not emit the light when the device is on in combination with said 
sub-pixel scheme. Claims 7-11 and 43-46 further includes additional structural 
limitations in combination with said erasing TFT and sub-pixel scheme not found in the 
prior art of record. Therefore said features in combination with the other limitations of 
the above independent claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
